MISCELLANEOUS. 

Our Agents. — The Rev William Potter, who entered our service 
last autumn, has been making a tour through Tennessee into Alabama,where 
■we are happy to learn that he has met a kind reception. He spent a num- 
ber of weeks at the capitol of Tennessee ; and from the favorable notices of 
bis labors given especially in the religious papers of several denominations, 
we learn he has made a favorable impression in behalf of the object for 
which he pleads. It is, however, a section of the country little acquainted 
with its claims in detail, and consequently much in need of special effort to 
enlighten and impress the public mind there in its favor. The people seem 
open to his appeals ; but our object of course cannot be gained either there, 
or anywhere else, without "line upon line, and precept upon precept" If 
sustained in that and some adjacent States, he will succeed, we trust, far 
and wide in planting there the germs of this great Christian reform. He 
will, aiso, visit Kentucky, where we think the mass of the people will be 
found still more ready for his appeals. 

Our agent in central New York, the Rev. Henry Snyder, has lately 
entered our service with zeal and good prospects of success ; but it is too 
early to expect any full reports. The Rev. A. C. Hand, now a pastor in 
Vermont, but selected for our service in Wisconsin and other North-western 
States, has begun to perform with success some incidental labors for the 
cause in the vicinity of his present location. We expect him to enter the 
Western field early in the spring. 

Russia and the Eastern Question. By Richard Cobden Esq., M. P. 
— This pamphlet of 156 duodecimo pages, — 130 by Cobden, and the re- 
mainder containing a valuable appendix, and a pertinent and interesting 
introduction by an American citizen who has resided in Russia, — first 
published in England so long ago as 1836, to counteract, as the world- 
renowned author is now combatting both in and out of the British Parlia- 
ment, a disposition to embark in a war with the Czar. The work is in itself 
highly valuable ; and we quite agree with the Rev. Dr. Baird. perhaps as 
competent a judge in the case as can be found on this side of the Atlantic, 
that "its republication in this country, and at this moment, is eminently op- 
portune." We commend it not only to the friends of peace at the present 
ominous crisis, but to all who wish to get a clear and just view of the great 
questions at issue in the pending controversy between Russia and Turkey.
